““The moment the curtain is soen to rise,
nayu”)n wriler in the old 'II‘I'I‘II]i"I\], “that
instant confusion turns itself into order. Un.
like our countrymen, who call for silenca by
the word itself, the French express their wish
for attention by a noise which may be do-
soribed as a prolongation of the syllable ivk,
Aftor the curtain 18 onee up, it is expectad
that no person shonld interrupt the perform.-
aneco; the established rule of a Iranch
aundience is universal attention.”

This attituds of attention is the same at
the Thentre Francais now as then. Thero is
the egame order, the same absolute silence
obgerved, the same complete sympathy with
the progress of the drama. Any casnal in-
terruption 14 instantly suppressed; silk
dresses are not allowed to ruastle, fans must
not flutter, no whispers must eiroulate; the
audience is expected to exist, for the time
being, only for the actors, as the nctors exist
only for the audience. Botwesn the acls of
the piece comes the relaxation. Then most
of the spoctators leave their seats and throng
tho antechambers of the theatre, whers the
imagination still finds » stimulua in art,
Grand statues of dramatists, players, and
poets have their dwelling-place here, giving
dignity to the amusement of the hour, ns
they suggest the immortality of genius,
The bour passes; the play is acted out when
the curtmin falls; but the ocreative power
which brings a noble drama into existencs
remaing a treasured memory for s great
nation, The marble status of the man is the
symbol of Lis gening carved out for unborn
nges. The player who intensified the pns.
sions and realized the beauty which the poot
conoeived stunds by his side in sculptured
glory, and shares his immortality.

An anthor or an actor, passing throngh
these halls, feels the stir of awmbition withia
him, nnd a spectator entering them, fall of
the emotions which the stage hay excited,
feels satisfied that these are not vain things,
and returns to the next lift of the curtain
with a despened interest. When andiences
and actors are in such a condition of matnal
gympathy the actors are iwmpelled to great
efforts. An audicnce so atientive does not
overlook excellence in tho smallest perform-
ance—even in the delivery of a messnge —and
therefore every player has a suffivient motive
for doing his best.

A compléte harmony—which i3 justnoss of
proportion—an adeqnate skill in all the parts,
and their combination, result from theso in-
fluences, and an acted drama at the I"rancais
is a work of highart. When such players and
such an sudience are dealing with the work
of a great author, the excellence produewd is
of that kind which makes a permanent im-
pression of delight upon the mind.

There is a dramatic posm by Alfred de
Musset, little known in Eagland, called *‘La
Nuit d'Octobre.” It is not a play, it is a dia.
logue which takes place between the poet nnd
his muse. The poet—who is the victim of a
fatal passion, whose soul isstiinaed, whose
life is corrupted by the poison of a misplaced
love—is sitting by his deserted hearth in

loomy meditation when his muse addresses
ﬁim with tender reproach. Why has he ne-
glected her? why has he abandoned the do-
minion of beauty and truth which she had
opened to him? In reply, he tells the history
of his betrayal and his great despair; she an-
swers with compassion and with an exhorta-
tion to return to her, and in her pure em-
brace to soothe his bruised heart, to accept
the bitter past as a wholesome medicine, to
slake his burning thirst at the sweet waters
of the stream of Helicon, to take her hund
again and suffer ber to lead him to the re-
gion of eternal glory, The poet listeus,
throws ofl his consuming lethargy, worships,
and is reconciled: and so the piece concludes
—a piece depending for ils interest exolu-
gively upon the poetry of its passion and
upon the truth with which this postry is ren-
dered in recitation. "The dialogne is confined
to two persons, one of whom is a visionary
being behind a veil, and there is no move-
ment but that of inward possion. No stir
from withont, no interruptien even for a
single instant to the seclusion of the poet's
study, no scenie eifect, no action beyond the
gestures of one unhappy man, 'There is pro-
kubly no slage in the noiverss bnt that of the
Francais where such & representation eonld
attract and satisfy an audience; thers it does
both satisfy and aftrect, snd when Mad'lle
Favart and M, Delaunay are playing ia it, the
pit is inconveniently crowded, nnd yot ths
silence of the throng is like that of o single
rapt listener,

But where isthe Eoglish pit, gallery, or
dress cirele which could tolerate thuse revela-
tions of the poet's wiod with no other aid
from without than that of the muse st the
back of the scene, veiled, following his steps
with slow, floating movemont extending heor
arms compassionately towneds him, but uever
meoting his eye?

It would be less impossible to {ind traga.
dians in London eapubile of performing, than
auditors capable of listening to such u sosne;
indeed, throughout the whols of ouar great
metropolis we cannot st the present day ad-
semble a full andience willinge o listen with
undivided attention to a deamatio puem or
a poetical drama. We heve, indeed, no
established dramn, no playhoass where the
manager can afford to walt, The Francais
and the Opera Cowique, the Odeon, the
Obatelet, and the Geund Opern, nll  the
houses in Paris where the periormanoss are
the most finished, and where the best [Ji!‘-l'l:.‘i
are produced, reovive support from Govern-
ment, In Loondon évery play produced is o
money speculation, nod must thersfore ad-
dress itself to the imbediate geatifioation of
the wasses; and the mass i3 gonerally val-

y and prefers the lowert and eownreest
gl]. Audiences regquive to be oluosted by
the drama before they cun appreciate it. The
Francais, net dependiog for support solaly
on the immedinte applause of the publie, has
had time to direct and improve its taste, and
in this way every first representation st this
house is sure of Weru!alin;.; i circle of in.
strueted critics, A conslderable degres of
importance is attached to representations
which muke a portion of the national pride of
the people, and the study of the trogedian is
that of an artist whose skill is well under-
stood and appreciated in wll its details. A

remembered, not only all the best skill of
modern Paris is concentrated, but where also
the traditions of its past classical drama have
their home: and where the retired genins
enjoys his well-earned pension, and mnlkes it
his plensant task to train thoe rising talent of
the day, Those who have read that delicious
dramatie poem by Francis Ooppee, oealled
‘Lo Passant,” will accept the fact of its great
and prolonged success at the Theatre e
1'Odeon as a sufficient proof of the retined
taste of Parisian playgoers. For the beanty
of the piece consists in its poetry, without
any kiud of spasin or sensationnl effect. The
French writers, casting off the pedantic tram-
mels of their classical drama, have developad
a quantity of poetry of which they were sup-
posed to be incepable. Vietor Hugo and
Alfred de Musset are acknowledged by all
nutions in their different ways as eminent
dramatic poets, and M, Coppes, for that one
production of “*Le Passant,” deserves to be
pamwed in the snmwe category,

Clever writers of comedy and romantic
drama are too abundant for any satisfnctory
selection, bul Angier, Sardon, and Fenillet
ure the nnmes whach the most immedistely
pregent themselves for distinetion in  that
long list. But as some evil is wont to be
associnted with the good of this world, we
find that the new freedom which has openad
a way for the imagination of the dramatic
poet bas also given adwmittanee to the vaga-
ries of unsound thought, which snbstitutes the
abnormal for the true and puts fever in the
place of foree. The danger that the genins
of IFrance incars at present consists in the
spasm and contortion which the romuantie
school has encournged, and which writers of
such extraprdinary gifts as Vietor Hogo and
Ooctave Feuillet onghit to have had thestreugth
to renonnece. M. Octive Foeuillet's last tra-
gedy, called Julie, i3 n cuee in point, Itisa
domestic tragedy; a painful, fatal passion
absorbs the nnhappy woman who is the sub-
ject of it, from the first to the lnst scene,
enlminating in her death, She dies of her
internal angnish. The play, though the plot
i8 of n disngrecuble natiure, is not an offence
agaiust morals, but it fs an offence against
art. Nohnman being conld tuke nny touch
of pollution from this drama. The penalty
of the transgreseor is very bitter, and there
isno scene of alluring tenderness to soften
its effect.

Dut young authors desiring to imitate M.
Feuillet wounld be likely to eularge the sphere
of bad art by working with such a model be-
fore them—for it is only the intensity of the
emotion which atones for the manner of its
development. That intensity of passion,
reached by the muster’s hand, absorbs all the
feeling and suspends the judgment of the
spectator; but the slightest shortcoming
would muke it revolting to the taste, Indead,
tho lemst failure of strength in the nctress
would be fatal to the piece, even as it stands
and M. Feuillet wounld hardly have venturec
upon his concluding scene if he had not
known the peculinr genius of Mad'lle Favart,
5o much regard for the special talent of an ac-
tress isnot good either for author or player, and
a Dbeautiful dramn is rarely prodnced undor
such an influence, The great fault in the
construction of M. Feuillet's Julie consists in
its monotony of pain—in the absence of that
relief which beanty gives, or should give, to
the severest tragedy, Suech a relief is afforded
in the terrible tragedy of Lear by the tender-
ness of “‘Cordelin” and the devotion of the
fool to his master; and no perfect master of
Lis art would allow any great tragic work to
be complete without sowme toueh of beauty of
this kind. The trus poet will not be content
merely to lacerate the imagination; he will
also clevate and soothe it. The seonrge is
too mueh in use in the modern French ro-
mnntie school, aud the imaginative facunlties
of the reador or spectutorare in danger of being
blunted or stunned by slongcourse of this sav-
It istobetound inmany of the
Into productions of the French dramatists,
and in some works of the most distingnished
poets, as in Vietor Hugo's play of Le Roi
s oncned, which 34 in some respects a grand
production, aud which would have taken its
place among the masterpiecos of creative
genins if the poett hd nsod more restraint;
if he had poused in the whirlwind of his
passion, wnd hed tempered the horror of his
sitnations with svine alternations of repose
and sweelness. If such writers as Vietor
Hugo, Fenillet, nnd Angivr throw off the re-
straints of teue sty and, in order to o'stain
violent and startling effects, abandon deco-
roin and dignity, the pliyverd will come by de-
grees to follow their example, and instead
of such finished artists ns Favart and De.
lannay, weshall have shriekers and grimacers.
Things have not yot arrived at go bad a pass
as this: but the tendenny of the modern
gchiool of fletion in France (and in Eogland
also) is in this direction, #ud it is the basi-
ness of the honest eritio to spesk words of
warniug while there is yet Lime, The Eng-
lish neted deamn is past hope—it is dead,
without a chanee of resurrestion; but the
French stage lives yet, is still vigorous, is
still fresh, und still waintaing the elements
of beauiy within it uncorrupted, It runs the
rick of deseending to a lower, but it has the
weans of rising to ahigher life. —Macmillarn's
Muogazine.

Hints 10 Wearers of Kid Gloves.
1t is npot generally known, or does not
appenr to be known, even by those who wear
kids wlmost execlusively, that the durabilit
und set of these articles depend wvery mue
upon how they are put on the first time,
Two pairs may be tuken from one box, of
oxuctly the same ent and quality, and by
giving ditYerent trentment when first putting
the hunds into them, ope pair will be made
to ket ek better, and to wear donbly, or
penrly that length of time longer than the
other, When purchusing gloves, people nre
usuelly in too much eof a hurry;
they eurelessly put them on, and let them
g0 in that wey then, thinkiog to do the
work more gompletely at snother time, When
this is the case a person is sure to mest with
dissppointiwent, for as the glove is made to fit
and the first time it is worn, so it will fit
over after, aud no amount of effort will make

Wkhen the ends of the {ingers do
not cowe down right, or when they are so
long as to form wrinkles npon the gides of
the fingers, they will chafe ont ensily;
where the stretcher bas to be nsed to
mako the fingers large enongh, the body part
will be so small a4 to ernmp the hand so that
it eannot be shut without bursting the seams
of the kids, Bomo recommend putting new
kid gloves into a damp cloth before they are
put on, and sllowing them to remain until
snoistened., With this treatment they oan be
put en much easier than otherwise, and will
fit vory micely until they get dry, but on
second wearing there will be an unnatural
harshness about them, wrinkling in spots, and
they will not set so perfeatly as at first. 1
have tried the damping process and do not
approve of it.—Canadian Journal of Com-
meree,
